Ahhhh, Ted, there is nuthin' finer in the Heart o' Carolina than a beep or 
two on 600 meters....... I always keep the regen rig (ol' USCG RC-123 
Federal receiver from wwII years) purring in the background, hooked up to 


a 


60 minute tape, and patched into the station audio. The only time it 


is not monitoring is when the key is down (the fundamental overload blocks 
the regen detector when the ol' RMCA shipboard transmitter burns holes in 
the ether). About once every two or three years, a distress message relay 
comes by. About a dozen times a year or so an urgency message comes by. 
In the winter, safety messages abound with the ice patrol and the like. 


The great behemoth on the east coast NMN is no longer with us on watch. 


I 


have not heard them once since they left the watch on that fateful 


day back on the 31'st of August in '93. They are now of the ancient 
mariners, now gone from the seas..... 


VCS/VON/VAU Canadian stations in Nova Scotia, Newfoundland, etc., are still 
aboard for maybe another year or so, even though they don't regularly seem 
to broadcast, they are still there. VAU is quite loud, and VCS is always 
running something by. 


WCC/WLO/WNU/KFS are all strong on the east coast on 600 meters. I don't 
know how KFS gets here, but it does regularly and with fair signal strength. 
WLO is always running wx and occasionally some px on the hour. The others 
just seem to run mostly traffic lists, although sometimes wx goes by from 
them. 


CLA and the other Cubans are always aboard, and often run notices to stay 
away from Cuban military excercise areas. 


PZN and once in a while ZBM are heard. At great infrequent intervals, 
even GCB(?) Portishead is heard. 


The best times to listen are just after the silent periods (H+15-H+18 and 
H+45-H+48). If anything of importance is coming down the ether, it is 
always run as a tail on the silent periods. Sometimes it is also run 
again when the regular traffic list is sent. 


Headers, as Jeff NH6IL, mentioned are always sent first on 600 meters, 
then the QSY to the station's main operating frequency is made. The only 
real problem that I run across is the crossband interference from the 

top end of the aviation beacon frequency range. Down at 434khz the two 
will overlap, and both are heard at the same time. Careful tuning will 
usually suffice. 


If you want to monitor the last roundup on 600 meters, dust off the ol' 
BC-348's, and all low band navy/shipboard receivers that you can get yer 
hands on and spot em up on 600 meters. Beware that things like R-388's and 
R-390's cannot cut the mustard down on 600 meters, because they are going 
through too much conversion and hence have too much background noise. 

Yer kenwoodiyasawhooicomophones will suffice if you have a good antenna 
and can put some filters ahead of them (they also have a ton of background 
when pushing their lower limits). Yer best bet's are the real McCoys 

with trf/regen front ends. They DO cut the mustard on the low bands, 
quite well. If you are among those unfortunates, landlubbers they be, 
afar from the sea, make sure you put up a a goodly quantity of antenna 
wire to catch those waves flying by. Those of us within scent of the 

sea, should have no trouble with even the average ham antenna, if you 

can tune it down to 600 meters. 


So, gentle boatanchorites, friend seafarers, ol' sparks 'n brasspounders, 
fire up them thar' firebottle rigs an' glean the farewell tidings from 


the ether...... 'tis the end of the watch at hand..... 

Egads! Myrtle, enuf o' my prattlin'...... Stoke up tha' java pot, 
grab the Baldies, blow the nose an' clear the wax outta the ears, 
we're settlin' in fer a fine long watch this winter....... Where's

Subject: Shipping Damage 


Assuming the buyer still wants the damaged radio, here is 

what should have been done. The buyer should have gotten a 
repair estimate from someone official (a friend with letterhead 
might do) giving the repair cost as the purchase price of the 
radio. Then the shipper's insurance will pay for the repair and 
you keep the radio. The seller is not involved. Then go fix 
the radio yourself. What with the cost of repair labor these 
days the shipper is getting a bargain :-) 


This happened to me with a telescope. I got an estimate to fix the 
broken tripod of $150 on an antique scope that cost $500. 
Once I got the check from the shipper, I then fixed it myself. 


I guess if the estimate had been $500 or more, I could have taken 
the $500 and supplied the remainder of the money to fix the 
irreplacable item myself. It is not a question of the shipper's 
insurance company getting the item for salvage, unless the buyer 
wants it to happen that way.
